RATS AND DISEASE 


“We should keep in mind,” said | 
“that more deaths are 


caused by diseases spread by rats 
than by all the wars in history. 
If one rat aboard @& ship docking 
in the U.S. is infested with bu- 
bonic or typhus fever, the disease 
may spread among the rats and 
then among people, in extreme 
cases resulting in a plague.” 

By way of explanation, Nicholes 
stated that for years past man and 
rat have lived together and, there- 
fore, rats are not afraid of human 
scent on traps, as is the common 
belief. In older days, instead of 
k‘iling the rat, he continued, man 
set him up as God of Filth. 

“There are three kinds. of rat 


menaces,” he said—‘“the big brown 
rat that comes from Norway, the 
gray type from Asia and the black 
or oriential rat. The gray and 
brown kinds are more prevalent in 
our country, resulting in a mix- 
ture of the two types. The black 
rat is very rare in the United 
States.”

We knew that normal sources of tin supply were 
shut off, because the Japanese occupied those parts of the world 
And we knew, too, tin was 
essential in the making of many items of war equipment without 
which we couldn't have won the victory. 

So we saved our empty tin cans. After the contents had been 
removed, we cut off the second end and flattened the can, with 
the ends inside. (Detinning authorities say this system saves 50 
per cent in money, in the detinning process.) Of course, you clean 
the empty can, before flattening it. 


Now the war is over. But the need to continue 
saving the old tin cans is not. 

Here’s why: 

There is still a serious shortage of new tin in this country. 

When we took back the tin-producing areas from the Japs, we 
‘found they had used practically all the mined tin on hand. And the 


mines and refining machinery had been wrecked so badly it will- 


require a lot of work, and a long time, to restore normal production. 
So the supply of tin available for import remains just about 
what it was during the war. 
Secondly, the reserve stocks of tin in this country are lower 
than ever before. Demands of war have just about eliminated them. 


All of us, or nearly all, are waiting with more 
For Ourselves or less patience for the day when we can buy 
that new automobile or some néw piece of household equipment, 
We are waiting for the reconversion of industry to peacetime opera- 
tion. The making of guns and tanks -and rifles and planes and 
ships for war has ceased, or almost so. 

Well, tin is essential in the manufacture of almost all métallic 
articles of daily use. , 

It is necessary in automobile engines. It is necessary in a large 
proportion of household appliances you have promised to buy for 
the wife. 

All of which sums up to one obvious fact: 

If we don’t provide the tin, the manufacturers won’t be able to 
make these things we want. There is no new tin available for 
importing into this country. Hence the only source of supply, 
to all intents and purposes, is from the detinning plants, where the 
old cans you save go. 

(Sure, I know we impori some tin from Bolivia. 
is but a fractional portion of the need.)

But note this: if you refuse 
to salvage those empty cans, you are delaying the day when you 
buy that new automobile, new refrigerator, vacuum cleaner, etc.

Well, there’s a salvage system going into effect inside the city 
of Atlanta to solve that problem. Beginning November 7, place 
your cleaned and flattened cans at the side of your trash can on 
each first and third Wednesday in the month.

S. government is co- 
operating in the operation, of this plan, because it knows the 
urgency of the need.

In eastern Europe, for example, we are insisting on a voice in 
the determination of questions relating to the governments and 
boundaries of the Balkan countries. We not only want a voice in 
these proceedings ourselves, but we are insisting that France and 
China also have a right to be heard and sit in on the deliberations. 

It was disagreement over the latter point that caused “the 
recent London conference of Allied foreign ministers to break 
down. The Russians did not want China and France to take part 
in the discussions, while we and the,British upheld their right to 
participate. Thus the conference found itself unable to agree on a 


simple matter of procedure. | 

This policy with respect to eastern Europe is diametrically 
opposed, it seems, to the position we have taken in the Pacific. 
We have undertaken to establish a sphere of influence north of 
the equator in the Pacific and to say officially that we will exer- 
cise the deciding voice in the disposition of the various islands 
we captured from Japan. 

We have taken the same stand with regard to the occupation 
of Japan. We have reserved unto ourselves the right to say what 


the occupation policy shall be. 


° Now our position with respect to the con- 
Balkan Policy quered islands of the Pacific and to the 
occupation of Japam seems to be comparable somewhat to that of 
Russia in regard to the Balkan countries. 

The Russians liberated these countries of eastern Europe, It 
was her armies that marched into Romania, and Bulgaria, Hungary 
and the rest, including Poland We and the British approached 
from the opposite direction. Between these two great Allied forces 
the Nazis were crushed. 

Just as -we bore the brunt of the war against the Japs in the 
Pacific, the Russians met the burden of the German attack in east- 
ern Europe, é 

From having borne the brunt of the war in the Pacific we do not 
consider that any other nation has the right to tell us what we 
should do with the islands captured from Japan. & 

Russia’s position in the Balkans differs from ours only in a 
matter of degree. It is easy to see where her government leaders 
may consider that they have the same right of final say with respect 


to eastern Europe. 

The Balkan. countries have always been regarded as coming 
within the Russian sphere of influence. Several of the countries 
border on Russia. A large Slavic population is found in all of them. 

And so the Russians see us as standing on one set of morals in 
the Pacific while projecting an entirely different standard for 


Europe, 

. ‘That there is a glaring contradiction here no 
Contradictory reasonable person can deny. If we set up a 
sphere of influence in the Pacific, where we propose to exclude 
the voice of our Allies in. the determination of questions arising 
there, how can we deny the Russians the right to do a similar 
thing in Europe. ; 

Moscow undoubtediy realizes that the American position does 
not hold water, hence it was willing to allow the London confer- 
ence to break up in an impasse until our. policy is clarified. 

We will have to yield on one point or the other, it would appear. 
We cannot ride both horses at the same time. The Russians know 
this and they are standing by v iiting for us.to make a choice. 

In the end the questions will resolve themselves in a manner to 
the best interests of the nations involved. We will have the sav 
over what is to be done with the Pacific islands, the Russians will 
have their way about the Balkans. That is a reality which British 
and American peace negotiators should have recognized from the 


start. r

The World's Cry Is for Justice 


The trial of war criminals will 
be held under’ unhappy circum- 
gtances. They are accused of 
“planning, preparation, initiation 
or waging of a war of aggression 
... in Violation of international 
treaties, agreements, or assur- 
ances,” and the indictment re- 
views the history of the absorp- 


tion of Austria by the device of 


compelling one government to give 
way to another under the threat 
of force and the cry of union. 
Yet, at the very moment when 
the indictment appears, it is re- 
that Marshal Tito is mass- 
an army near Greece; a vio- 
lent anda campaign against 
Greece has started; the cry has 
e up for the “union of all 
cedonians”; and in time of 
peace, a force of 300 planes, all 
tly received from the Soviet 


recen 
Union, is mobilized. 


THE PICTURE is almost identi- 
cal to the indictment against the 
Hitlerians. 

Other reports describe out- 
breaks of violence between Czechs 
and Poles. 

The war criminals are accused 
of crimes against humanity—of 
murder, enslavement, deportation, 
and other “inhumane acts,’ 
though the Potsdam declaration 
specifically supported, in princi- 
ple, mass deportations of Ger- 
mans from all surrounding states; 
h thousands are daily be- 
ing brutally maltreated; though 
tens of thousands of non-Germans 
are thrown into prison for re 
fusing “loudly to applaud or 
blindly to obey” despotic govern- 
ments who put themselves into 
power by coup d'etat, and who, 
in Romania, for instance, have 
posted up in the squares of towns 
and villages the terrible threat 
“we have taken power with blood 
and it is only with blood we shall 


give up.” 


WT IS IN this dreadful post-war 
world of continuing crimes 
against humanity, committed only 
too often in the name of humani- 
ty; this world where the people 
have become, as it were, parts of 
the landscape to be trodden un- 
der the feet of power - seeking 
“liberators”; this world where mil- 
lions of men strangle in their 
throats, before the glare of their 
“libera , Christ's cry on the 
cross, “My God, My God, Why 
Hast Thou Forsaken Me!’’-—that 
humanity must be defended 
against men who started this ter- 
ri madness, by men who have 
ao unable or unwilling to check 


It is perhaps no wonder that 
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the judges did not take their oath 
upon the Bible. 

AND WHAT is the purpose of 
the court—whence its legal au- 
thority? It is to be precursor of a 
— supreme court of interna- 

onal justice, that by fiat will 
here create the substance of a new 
law of nations before whose stern 
and lofty bar, all nations and their 
leaders must henceforth be pre- 
pared to stand? 

Or will it, instead, establish the 
precedent that in the future vic- 
torious governments in some war 
will shoot their numbers. opposite 
in the camp of the beaten? 

If it be the first, a great step 
will have been taken in behalf of 
the conscience of mankind; if it 
be the second, a step will have 
been taken backward into a realm 
where litical matters are sep- 
arated m ordinary law and a 
sphere of law decreed where there 
is, in truth, mo law—the sphere 
of the “extraordinary commis- 
sion,” the “feme,” the “people’s 
tribunal,” which has been never 
the defender but always the ter- 
ror of humanity. 


WE CANNOT avoid this issue, 
even in the unspent passions of 
war and the righteous wrath 
which all of us feel. The public 
conscience demands justice and 
punishment; the demand arises 
genuinely outraged con- 
science. All law is, in the end, the 
register of the state of public con- 
sciousness and conscience. But woe 
if it is polluted to other ends than 
those of justice! 


AS I SEE IT, it is deeply re 
grettable that the tribunal con- 
sists of judges appointed only by 
the governments of four great 
powers. 

Why should not a supreme 
court of the United Nations, set 
up as a principal organ of a new 
peace system, have taken over 
these trials? Why should there not 
have sat on this tribunal at least 
one judge from a small and pow- 
erless country, such as Denmark, 
and a neutral land, such as Switz- 
erland? 


ONE MISSES, in the official 
statement launching the _ indict- 
ment, even the hint that this tri- 
bunmal is the precursor to a per- 
manent criminal court of interna- 
tional justice. Yet its only lasting 
value to civilization and the only 
sure test of its integrity will lie 
precisely in its power to formu- 
late concepts and pronounce 
judgments which the nations who 
sit on the bench must accept if 
ever they stand in the dock; con- 
cepts and judgments which will 
lay the foundations for a new, per- 
manent, though ever-expanding in- 
ternational law. 

Only then will humanity’s con- 
science, burdened with brief, in- 
dignation and doubt; shamed by 
the reproachful ghosts of lost sons; 
horrified by the memory of Da- 
chau and Belsen; abased by the 
guilt it feels for being part of 
humanity itself—torturing and tor- 
tured—only then will the human 
conscience be freed, and liberation 
become a reality, as the sun rises, 
high, bright and impartial; the 
light out of the darkness—the 
beautiful daylight of security in 
justice.

If you see us stepping high these days it’s be- 
cause we are. getting a new roof on our house at 


hard at work; the

When a land-hungry family 
makes up its mind to live in the 
country and does not own any 
land to go along with this desire,

NO SALARIED man has money 
enough to keep up a home in town 
and at the same time purchase 
land in the country.

on it. As most of the better farm 
homes are already occupied, the 
newcomer must take what is left. 
The family must swallow its pride 
and move in and do the best it 
ean with the cabin or shack or 
tumbled-down colonial mansion in 
order to cut off the living .ex- 
penses in town: This is the hard- 
est decision to make, to ‘take 
your family to live in a house that 
that you'd be ashamed of in town. 
If you and your family can bridge 
this gulf, you’re in, as the saying 
goes. Nothing that comes along 
later will challenge your charac- 
ter as much as this very neces- 
sary step. 


TT IS REPORTED that up in 
Wisconsin and Michigan when one 
sees a farmstead with beautiful 
farm buildings, and an ordinary 
house, the man is the boss of the 


household, but if the home is beau- 
tiful and the farm buildings are 
secondary, the wife is the boss.

Bolstering 
U. 5. Influence 


For two months the mightiest 
nation on earth has been disarm- 
ing itself at great speed. The rate 
of self-disarmament is accelerat- 
ing. Within a few months the 
United States may no longer be 
the mightiest nation on earth, in 
terms of mobilized military power. 

We are not only disarming our- 
selves very hastily. We are boast- 
ing about it. The War and Navy 
Departments talk as if their effi- 
ciency were to be measured by the 
speed with which they bring the 
boys home and discharge them. 
They talk that way because they 
think—probably correctly — that 
rapid demobilization is what con- 
gress and the people want most of 
them. 

Our allies are not boasting about 
their rates of demobilization. 
The Russians are as secretive as 
usual, It is known that they are 
discharging at least some veteran 
figthing men. But we don’t know 
how many or how much of a net 


cut they are making in their army. 


and air force. 

IT IS NOT ONLY we who don’t 
know the extent the Russians are 
demobilizing. The peoples of Eu- 
rope and the Orient don’t know. 
They do know that we seem to be 
making self-disarmament our pri- 
mary business. They wonder what 
it means. Are we rushing back to 
isolationism? Have we lost interest 
in the peace settlement in Europe 
and Asia and the Middle East and 
North Africa? Or are we just plain 
saps, who think that a disarmed 
nation can speak as authoritatively 
as an armed one? 

Whatever the answers: may be, 
in imagination or in fact, the ques- 
tions themselves whittle away at 
the influence of the United States. 
This loss can be stopped only by 
convincing evidence that we in- 
tend to remain a great armed 
pewer. 


THAT IS WHY it is important 
that limits should soon be placed 
on.our demobilization—limits af- 
firmed by congress for an interim 
period until the world picture is 
clearér. That is one reason why 
General Marshall says that the 
adoption of universal military 
training by congress is urgent. In 
his biennial report, the chief of 
staff says: “The officials of the 
State Department have been 
strongly of the opinion that a de- 
cision in this matter prior to the 
final peace negotiations would 
greatly strengthen the hand of the 
United States in securing atcept- 
ance of a genuine organization to 
handle international difference.” 

No State Department official 
has challenged General Marshall's 
statement. None is likely to, for 
none could without advertising 
himself as naive, 

Not only General Marshall but 
many other high officials, both 
military and civil, feel that it is of 
the utmost importance to let the 
world know as soon as possible 
that we are not going to strip our- 
selves of armed power as we did 
after the first World War. One 
way of letting them know is, as 
General Marshall has urgently 
proposed, to adopt at once a sys- 
tem of universal military training.

= To Face the Facts 


BUFFALO.—This might 


Faces Facts.” 


I was privileged to 


be called “Buffale 


It was a little drama of some importance that 
witness in a room at city hall here, at the sug- 


gestion of Hilton Hornaday, financial editor of The Buffalo Evening 
News. It was enacted by Buffalo’s civic full employment committee. 


This is a group organized some 
time ago to cope with the employ- 
ment problem, .It is representa- 
tive of all elements here—Cham- 
ber of Commerce, labor organiza- 
tfons, churches, colleges, the pub- 
lic, and with local heads of the 
state and federal agencies as con- 
sultants. 

It is a commendable example of 
civic initiative that profitably 
might be duplicated elsewhere. 


AT THIS MEETING the Buffalo 
committee was brought up sharp 
against the facts by a blackboard 
chart prepared by Dr. Harold M. 
Somers, economic professor at Buf- 
falo University. A job deficit of 
42,254 was estimated for 1946 in 
the Buffalo area, meaning there 
would be no work for that number 
of people. This was based on an 
estimate of 391,351 jobs required 
for full employment; only 349,097 
jobs are expected. 

The 1946 job goal would be 86,- 
000 above 1940 employment. All 
of this led Dr. Somers to this 
conclusion: 

“Reconversion won't give Buf- 
falo re-employment. There will 
have to be expansion.” 


HIS PICTURE of what con- 
fronts Buffalo started a lively dis- 
cussion. Everybody about the 
table participated, candidly and 
with good humor. The discussion 
touched on problems now the con- 
cern of so many communities. 


There was, for example the par- 
adox of unemployment while jobs 
were available and going begging, 
jobs either at much lower than 
wartime wages or requiring pecu- 
liar skills. There was the problem 
of what is going to happen when 
unemployment benefits run out in 
the middle of winter for people 
who. went on the rolls after V-J 
day. We don’t want to dump these 
people on‘ city relief, was the con- 
census. 


THIS RAISED other questions. 
For instance, there is a shortage of 
skilled labor in the Buffalo area, 
such as trained mechanics, and 
many job hunters are unskilled. 
This prompted a discussion of 
training programs for the unem- 
ployed. It was held that they 
should use the time, while they 
are getting unemployment bene- 
fits, to fit themselves for jobs. It 
raised also the question of a public 
works program, This, it was gen- 


erally agreed, would be necessary 
to help carry the load. 


There are 6,000 jobs now listed 
with the U. S. Unemployment 
Service here. There are 38,000 
on unemployment compensation 
rolls, a drop from 43,000 the previ- 
ous week, which Leo Sweeney, 
local director of the U. S. Employ- 
ment service, interpreted as indi- 
cating a leveling off. This is not, 
however, the full measure of un- 
employment here by many thou- 
sands. He pointed out, too, the 
heavy impact to come when the 
veterans return. 


THERE WAS quite a discussion 
of a suggested first point in the 
committee program. It was phrased 
“Advise Unemployed to Take Jobs 
Now.” Some businessmen didn’t 
see why this shouldn’t be carried 
out. Others disagreed, among them 
the local CIO director, Hugh 
Thompson, who said he did not 
think the committee “should start 
a stampede into lower paid jobs.” 

“I wouldn’t advise them to take 
available jobs now,” he said, 


HE POINTED OUT that work- 
ers could get as much in unem- 
ployment benefits as they can on 
most available jobs. 


Some agreed with him. The 
committee chairman and president 
of the local Chamber of Com- 
merce, Daniel W. Streeter, said he 
did not think “this ‘committee 
ought to starve anybody into jobs. 
We shouldn’t do anything to de- 
stroy the standard of living.” 


Toward the end of the meeting, 
civic pride asserted itself. Should 
Buffalo advertise the size of un- 
employment projected in the fig- 
ures prepared by Dr. Somers, its 
technical adviser? They were, 
after all, an estimate.

PARIS, Oct. 21—(UP)—Ten thousand French brides of 
American soldiers will be transported to the homes of their 
husbands in “much less time” as the result of a visit here by 
a U. S. government red tape cutting committee, the mission’s 
spokesman said today. 

The committee, which specializes in eliminating documentary 
delays for overseas brides, came here to study the problem pre- 
sented when 6,000 French women bombarded the U. S. embassy 
with demands for immediate transportation.

JUST TRY TO RENT 


Georgia Real Estate — 
Values Never Higher 


By BILL BORING 
It’s just as hard to rent a place on Main street as on —— 


And try buying one there, too. 
And if you’re thinking of buy- 
ing a Georgia farm, you’re running 
into just as tough going. 
A survey shows that Georgia 
real estate, in city, town and. coun- 
try, is bringing its highest pre- 


.mium in history. 


Prices, in all categories, are any- 
where from one-third to double 
what they were in 1940, 

Inquiries among real estate men 
in towns of from 5,000 to 10, 000 
fe engine reveal that if you're 

cky enough to buy in one of 
these towns, you'll pay almost the 
Same price you would in Atlanta, 
or Augusta, Savannah or Macon. 

A five-room house of say 10 or 
15 years age in Tifton, for instance, 
will cost in the neighborhood of 
from $5,000 to $7,500. That is, if 
there were any for sale. 

Wherever you go, in defense 
area or not, you run into the same 
thi There are just no places, 
commercial or residential, for sale 
or for,rent. That is, to speak of. 

Influence, and knowing. some- 
body who is forced to move, means 
as much now in getting somewhere 
to live, or do business, as money. 

It’s paradoxical, since Georgia’s 
population isn’t growing at any too 
fast a rate, but real estate men 
explain it this way: 

The large landed estates are 
breaking up. The tenant farmer 
and sharecropper are on the way 
out. A new system of farming is 
coming in—the small farm of 50 
to 125 acres, owned by the man 
who works it. 

The man who owns this small 
farm, or who is trying to buy one, 
is yesteryear’s tenant farmer or 
sharecropper. In these last boom 
years, he has freed himself from 
debt and saved up enough money 
to buy his own place. 

The large landed estate, partic- 
ularly in south Georgia, where 
white labor is depended upon, 
can’t operate as efficiently as in 
former years because of the short- 
age of labor. 

_ The Situation | {s + creating a de 
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mand for more small and medium- 
sized farms. 

All of this. adds up to a bi 
demand for farm property, 
still the state’s agriculture today 
doesn’t require as many workers 
to be just as productive, and more 
so, as in former years. eres 
methods of: farming, machinery, 
and better quality fertilizers have 
vastly enhanced the productive 
ness of the soil. These factors 
have made it possible to produce 
more with less manpower. The 
surplus labor has gone to the vil- 
lages and the cities, thus aggravat- 
ing an already overcrowded hous- 
ing situation there. 

Moreover, ag the cities have be- 
come crowded, the medium-sized 
towns have caught the overflow. 
A salesman who works the south 
Georgia territory is as likely to 
live in Fitzgerald today as in Ma- 
con. An eastern company’s rep- 
resentative heading up the Atlanta 
area possibly lives in Newnan. The 
idea that a branch office has to be 
located in one of the metropolitan 
centers holds less water today. 

Real estate men in the medium- 
sized towns say that lack of avail- 
able housing, both residential and 
commercial, is the biggest deter- 
rent factor to Georgia’s increasing 
industrialization. 


New State Attendance Law 
Packjamming Public Schools 


Three generations of paupers in one family is expected to be 
broken by Georgia’s new school attendance law, which is straining 
many school houses at the seams with hundreds of new students. 


The children of this family, 
which for three generations have 
been supported as public charges, 
are being sent to school, and 
should be able to earn a livelihood 
for themselves some day, State 
School Supt. M. D, Collins said. 

Many interesting things are de- 
veloping in the new attendance 
law, which is sending illiterate 
and over-aged children into gram- 
mar schools, Claude Pursell, of the 
state department of education, said 
yesterday after attending confer- 
ences with visiting teachers in 
nine districts. 

At Moultrie many boys and 
girls quit grammar school a few 
years ago, and today they would 
be embarrassed to go back to the 
elementary school with younger 
children. So a class has been set 
up for them on the Moultrie High 
school campus, where they re- 
ceive vocational training. 

A 12-year-old girl who had 
never attended school a day in her 
life showed up at a Walton county 
school. She was placed in the 
sixth grade, given individual in- 
struction and has learned to read 
and write. 

Three deaf children in Lanier 
county didn’t want to go to the

regular public schools and they 
were growing up in ignorance. 
When the new compulsory attend- 
ance law was enacted, they en- 
rolled in the Georgia School for 
the Deaf at Cave Springs. . ’ 


The new law is crowding hun- 
dreds of new boys and girls into 
the present school facilities. 

Pierce county has reported it is 
unable to seat all the students 
this year. Another county has 
improvised four classrooms, plac- 
ing desks in the hallways and 
gymnasium. Dalton has added 
eight teachers to care for the ad- 
ditional students. 

Fulton county’s enrollment ‘is 
up 2,000 over lagt year. Polk 
county’s is up 739; Cherokee’s 500, 
Hall’s 400 and Habersham’s 300. 

North Georgia counties general 
ly have shown tremendous in- 
creases in enrollment. The Ne 
gro attendance in south Georgia 
has picked up. Dr. Collins says 
the state average has increased 10 
per cent, bringing approximately 
50,000 more children into school. 


The campaign to send all chil- 
dren between the ages of 7 and 16 
to school and attempt to end illit- 
eracy in this state has been aided 
by judges and city governments. 
Superior court judges in most cir- 
cuits have stressed the new law 
in their charges to grand juries. 
Penalty primarily is imposed on 
parents. They are subject to $100 
fines and/or 100 days in jail for 
refusing to send their children to 
school. If a child is incorrigible, 
however, and the parents are un- 
able to force it to go to school, 
the child is subject to treatment 
as a delinguent—and an indetermi- 
nate stay in a — school, 

To take away the lure of jobs 
from children who should be in 
school, the Griffin city council has 
made it illegal for a business firm 
to employ anyone less than 16 
years of age while classes are in 
session. 

Dr. Collins says placing all 
Georgia children in school will 
virtually end child delinquency 
and will advance Georgia in fu- 
ture generations.
